In its action at a special meet­ 
ing of the School Board Monday 
night the Board unanimously ap­ 
proved continuing the transporta­ 
tion of about 17 pupils to paro­ 
chial grade schools in Escanaba 
for another year. 
The Ford River school district 
also provides bus service to Es­ 
canaba High Schools because it 
has no school facilities above the 
Sixth Grade. 
Quarnstrom today said the Ford 
River School Board “m isunder­ 
stood” hi.1 position in the matter. 
Cites “Nonresident” Clause 
“I know that the law permits 
it but that it is not compulsory,” 
Q uarnstrom said today. “It is up 
to the Board to decide whether 
they will do it (transport grade 
pupils to 
parochial 
schools) 
in

of 
the fact it receives no 
compensation from the state.” 
“As long as they can afford it, 
ii is all rig h t” he 
added. 
“My 
recommendation to the Board was

Suit Indicates Strong Unions 
Must Assume Responsibilities 


T ABOR unions are arriving at a period 
of maturity and equality in the United 
States Now recognized as 
legal 
entities, 
they have come to the ultim ate in respon­ 
sibility—as defendants in a suit for dam ­ 
ages brought by a Michigan manufacturer. 
Not too many years ago it was the gen­ 
eral opinion that a labor union was some­ 
what akin to a fraternal 
association 
in 
which the members w'ere banded together 
for mutual protection from the machina­ 
tions of management. 
The National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board 
adopted this viewpoint for its arbitration 
of labor-management disputes. 
Manage­ 
ment was always the 
contract 
violator 
and the union could do no wrong. 
Organized labor leaders from John L. 
Lewis down to the local steward followed 
the established line that it was legal if 
beneficial to the union, regardless of the 
elfect or. management. 
This was as immature and irresponsible 
in outlook as the stand taken by manage­ 
ment back in the “sweat shop” days, when 
the union member was described as bol- 


Staggering Tax Load 
Can Be Reduced 
TF the * Administration has its way, the 
* Federal government will spend $85,- 
400.000.000 of our money this year. The 
Treasury anticipates an income of $71,- 
000,000.000 which would leave a deficit of 
514.400.000.000, Even that picture is prob­ 
ably over-bright—the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Internal Revenue Taxation 
believes that the Treasury’s revenue esti­ 
mates are too high by about $4,000,000,000. 
Luckily 
for 
the 
present and future 
strength and security of this country, Con­ 
gress seems to be finally opening its eye* 
to the fact that the budget can be cut— 
and must be cut. Many requested appro­ 
priations have been sharply pared, 
and 
more reductions are in prospect. All in all. 
it looks as if Congress will reduce the Pres­ 
ident’s budget by a total of something like 
$9,000,000,000. 
This 
is 
good 
news—but it isn t good 
•nough. A great many experts on govern­ 
ment administration and policy are con­ 
vinced that, so far. Congress has only dealt 
with some of the more flagrant wastes and 
extravagances. They are convinced that 
m any more billions can be saved without 
impairing any necessary government ac­ 
tivity—including an adequate national de­ 
fense and a reasonable amount of foreign 
aid. 
The ordinary American family is un­ 
doubtedly giving more thought to the tax 
burden than it ever did in the past. That 
family must contribute about $1,500 a year 
to meet the current tax bill. It is the peo­ 
ple of modest means who must carry most 
of the load now—for the rich have long 
been taxed to the point of confiscation. 
Waste can destroy a nation just as it can 
destroy a business or a family. We're no 
exception to that grim rule.

the consequent headline attention once re­ 
served for the industrial tycoon.

now forbidden Communist embassies to 
publish news letters, so here is the latest 
medium for telling about the glories of life 
behind the Iron Curtain. 
It’s an invitation by 
the 
Roumanian 
embassy to attend a reception in honor of 
the day that country came under the heel 
of the Reel Army, 
August 
23. 
Here 
is 
how the invitation reads: 
“On the occasion of the 5th adversary 
of Roumania's liberation by the glorious 
Soviet Army and of the overthrow of the 
Fascist dictatorship by the People’s patrio­ 
tic forces.

Antihistamines May Help In 
Relieving " Skin Writing"

Inc .should be governor of Illinois. 
* It was in Stevenson’s gubernato­ 
ria l campaign that Mitchell did his 
[only public politicking. He made 
[speeches for his candidate. 
Unofficially, Mitchell has been 
[one of the Illinois governor’s m ost 
[trusted confidantes and advisers.

W ASHINGTON 
(ZP)— Plentiful 
supplies of food appear to be in 
store during the year ahead de­ 
spite last m onth’s crop damaging 
drought in the South and N orth­ 
east. 
In its latest 
measurement 
of 
production prospects, the Agricul­ 
ture D epartm ent predicted 
late 
yesterday that the combined vol­ 
ume of all crops this year will 
be larger than in any year except 
1948 and 1949. 
Not Well Distributed 
Although the indicated output is 
larger than last year, it will be 
less evenly distributed because of 
heavy losses—particularly in feed 
supplies for m eat and dair yani- 
mals—in Southern states. 
The later area will need to ship 
in more feed than usual if it is 
to avert a serious setback in the 
production of meat, 
dairy 
and 
poultry products in a land once 
ruled by cotton. 
Elsewhere, there appears to be 
sufficient corn, oats, hay and other 


t feed m aterials to foster a further 
expansion in production of beef, 
pork, milk, eggs and poultry. 
The nation is harvesting its sec­ 
ond largest wheat crop of record— 
a crop far in excess of expected 
needs. 
Potato Crop Tight 
Only in the case of potatoes and 
sweet potatoes are supplies likely 
to become tight before new crops 
are harvested in 1953. 
M e a n w h i l e , the departm ent 
moved to provide financial aid to 
more financially distressed farm ­ 
ers in drought areas. It put all 
New Hampshire, 
IO 
additional 
counties in Oklahom a and seven 
in Illinois in the “disaster’ clas­ 
sification. 
Farm ers in such areas may ob­ 
tain loans from the departm ent’s 
Farm er’s Home A dm inistration to 
carry on operations. Only those 
who have 
suffered 
substantial 
losses from the drought and who 
are unable to obtain credit else­ 
where will be eligible for aid. 
The departm ent previously had 


designated all of Maine, Massa­ 
chusetts, North and South Caro­ 
lina, Georgia, Kentucky, Tennes­ 
see, Alabama, M ississippi and A r­ 
kansas, and parts of Missouri as 
drought disaster areas. 
Should w eather conditions be 
more favorable during the rest of 
the season, drought-affected states 
might well achieve a degree of 
recovery. 
The 
departm ent said 
rains early this month have tended 
to break the drought and should 
revive pastures 
and 
encourage 
farm ers to plant late forage crops 
for fall grazing and w inter hay. 
W inter wheat and rice are the 
only crops for which record out­ 
turns are now expected. But the 
production of corn, all wheat, cot­ 
ton, soybeans, tobacco, sugarcane, 
hops, grapes, cherries and plums 
will be larger than average. 
Below average crops include oats 
barley, 
rye, 
flaxseed, 
sorghum 
grain, hay, dry beans, 
peanuts, 
potatoes, sweet 
potatoes, 
sugar 
beets, and most fruits. But no 
pinches in consumer supplies 
of 
these crops and their byproducts 
are indicated. 


An acre of fully stocked hard­ 
wood tim ber should grow 
from 
one-half to one cord of wood an­ 
nually. The average acre, 
how­

only about one-tenth

NEW YORK—The one jum p in 
living costs which has failed to 
greatly annoy me has been the 
allow ed rise in cab rates, which 
had rem ained static for a long 
tim e, lf one can be allow ed an 
adm iration of a class, I am a cab­ 
d riv er fan.

W hat I have never been able to 
understand is how hackers keep 
their sanity in a big town. Driv­ 
ing in New York is like visiting 
the dentist for a 12-hour stretch, 
six days a week. And hearing the 
sam e cracks about

from a double dozen fares a day 
would tie me in a straitjacket in a 
fortnight. 
But these guys seem to hang on­ 
to th eir tem pers and th eir sanity 
pretty well, and most of the ones 
I m eet seem to have been pushing 
a hack for 20 years or so and 
largely enjoying it.

custom er’s petty problems. 
Same Stale Jokes 
A perm anent bartender 
in 
a 
joint th at attracts a steady clien­ 
tele m ust hear the same stale jokes 
a thousand times a year, and he is 
supposed to laugh. W hile staying 
sober at his trade he m ust forcibly 
m ake him self agreeable to a doz­ 
en different brands and stages of 
intoxication, from the m y-w ife- 
hates-m e kind to the take-on-any- 
m an-in-the-house type. 
If peacem akers are blessed, bar­ 
tenders w ill enjoy special rew ards 
in heavens, because 
they 
must 
av ert a dozen battles a day. If the 
m eek are blessed, the bartenders 
are hom e in that departm ent, too, 
because they practice docility on 
sore feet when they have the same 
tax problem s, 
woman 
problem s 
and money problem s of the cus­ 
tom er, plus the problem of the 
custom ers’ problems. 
I am not an 
infrequenter 
of 
places where babbling broth is 
served, and in 20 years I have met 
only one rude bartender. He was 
not in business very long. 
Both hacking and tending saloon 
are not supposed to be gentle oc­ 
cupations, but I would hazard the 
guess that people who patronize

For example, the delegates were 
told, cancer of the lung does not 
cist in Iceland or Korea; stomach 
cancer is not as common in Eng­ 
land as on the continent of Eur­ 
o p e ; prim ary cancer of the liver 
is relatively m ore common in Af­ 
rica, Indochina, India, Malaya, In­ 
donesia and the Philippine islands 
than elsewhere in the world; and 
cancer of the base of the tongue 
is relatively frequent in certain 
com m unities in India. 
The cancer facts were a high­ 
light of the first report of the 
“ Commission 
on 
Medical 
Geog­ 
raphy” of the International Geo- 1 
graphical 
Union—a 
commission 
which is making a world-wide sys­ 
tem atic study of the possible re­ 
lationships between the distribution 
of diseases and the environments 
in which they develop. 
Dr. Jacques May of New York, 
director of medical studies of the 
Am erican 
Geographical 
Society, 
and also chairm an of the Inter­ 
national “Medical Geograph” Com­ 
mission, 
said 
the 
commission’s 
first aim is to “ m ap” the distri­ 
bution of all diseases throughout 
the world. 
Declaring there is a need to 
know “ who has what and where,” 
he said that once such information 
is pinned down on a world-wide 
basis, it may be possible to deter­ 
m ine why one person becomes af­ 
flicted and another does not. 
He asserted that “geographical 
factors” may be param ount in 
the distribution of disease.

In addition to its cost of living 
studies, the council looked into a 
longstanding 
jurisdictional 
fight 
between two m em ber unions, AFL 
President W illiam Green told a 
news conference. 
The fight concerns a complaint 
by the Carpenters Union that the 
International 
Association of Ma­ 
chinists resorted to the National 
Labor Relations Board to settle 
jurisdictional disputes. 
The car­ 


penters 
claim ed 
the 
m achinists 
should have gone to AFL agencies 
instead. 
Up To Government 
Green said the council instructed 
him to get m ore details on a settle­ 
ment proposed by the m achinists. 
The council continued its five- 
day m eeting today 
without an­ 
nouncing in advance what it would 
take up in the second-day sessions. 
Green said at lerfst part of the 
meeting would be devoted to pre­ 
paring a report for th^ AFL Na­ 
tional Convention in New York 
next month. 
In com m enting on the high cost 
of living, G reen said, “ We don’t 
want to suggest what should be 
done, but the governm ent should 
do som ething.” 
The 79-year-old AFL president 
said the union favored strong re­ 
tail price controls but did not ad­ 
vise a special session of Congress 
in order to get them . “ We are not 
enthusiastic about a special ses­ 
sion because these Southern Dem­ 
ocrats and N orthern Republicans 
control the Congress,” he said.

Roast Lamb Is 
Feature Of Any 
Sunday Dinner 


By GAYNOR MADDOX 
NEA Food and Markets Editor 
Sunday dinner, California style, 
is a spirited affair. 
So is a really 
wonderful, new’ guide to enjoy­ 
ment 
of 
food, 
called 
“Helen 
Brown’s West Coast Cook Book.” 
It shows how to dine in the simple 
but pleasant western manner, giv­ 
ing hundreds of definitely authen­ 
tic recipes. 
I am convinced that 
the more this delightful book is 
used, the better home menus will 
be. 
These two recipes from “Helen 
Brown’s West Coast Cook Book” 
are perfect for Sunday dinner: 
Roast Lamb with White Wine and 
Olives 
(Serve* 8) 
Once more w’ine and ripe olives 
join to add charm to a simple dish. 
Lamb, roasted this way, is lamb at 
its best. (If you prefer not to use 
wine, combine juice of 2 lemons 
with 3 cups of water and baste 
lamb with this mixture.) Serve it 
with pan - roasted potatoes and 
string beans combined w’ith sau­ 
teed mushrooms and flavored with 
snips of fresh dill. 
One leg of lamb, 12 cloves of 
garlic, I bottle white wine. 2 cups 
pitted ripe olives. 
Put a dozen peeled cloves of 
garlic in the roasting pan with a 
leg of lamb. Over it pour a whole 
bottle of w'hite wine, jab the meat 
well with an ice pick, and baste 
at least a dozen times during the 
cooking. 
The garlic thickens the 
sauce and perfumes the lamb iii a 
heavenly 
manner.

before 
serving, heat 2 cups of pitted ripe 
olives in the sauce and serve with 
the roast. 
Western Avocado Salad 
Avocados on the half-shell, their

Hand-to-mouth living is 
very 
precarious. You never know, from 
one minute to another, w hat will 
turn up to upset the situation. The 
young mother who wrote the fol­ 
lowing letter is beginning to real­ 
ize this: 
(Q) “I have been married for 
two years and we have a baby 
l l months old. My husband is 
good to us but he doesn't work 
regularly. He hasn't had more 
than one full week out of every 
month since we were married. 
I even went to work to help him 
out, thinking that might change 
him but it didn’t. If I try to per­ 
suade him to go to work, he 
doesn’t speak to me for days. 
Every time a little money comes 
in, he ll take off and then I’ll 
have to use what I saved for the 
bills. The way things are go­ 
ing, neither the baby's nor my 
future is secure.” 
(A) No one can count on com­ 
plete security but you are entitled 
to at least reasonable security for 
yourself and your child. This you 
do not have nor does your hus­ 
band show any appreciation of the 
im portance of such security. 
Unless there are relatives on 
either side of your family w ho can 
or will help you out in an e m e r­ 
gency, you must be prepared to be 
self-reliant.

“ It was shortly before the turn 
of the century that Jim Heddon, 
the Dowagiac bee keeper, created

Captain George B. Co­ 
mer. also a famous Arctic explor­ 
er, found M arble axes and knives 
used extensively and highly prized 
by the Eskimos.
